Tile m ajority employed by the 
German Red Cross are Dobermanns, 
German shepherds, Dot (webers and 
Airedale terriers.

Vastly Increased.

“Those living apart in

country little realize what that 
In London, in England, in the 
British empire, millions of individuals 
are working quietly, serener-.'. There 
is no great demonstration about it. 
But wherever and whenever you meet 
an Englishman his thoughts and ac­ 
tions are all secondary to tile one 
Meat enterprise of the English mind, 
the raising of its army ami the see­ 
ing of the war through. 
“And tile whole English mind is 
set on a long siege. 
Lord Kitchener’s 
statement that the war would last 
bree years or more is accepted for 
just what he said. 
Of course, I have 
lived in the British atmosphere, but 
my own observations lead me to con- 
I elude that the war is not to end next 
spring, next summer or next winter.” 
Mr. Egan was asked about the pop­ 
ular belief in this country that our 
commerce is to be quickly extended 
to South America and that tne trade 
that formerly belonged to England 
and Germany was to come to the 
I nited States. 
“ We must not expect too much in 
our country from this 
South Ameri­ 
can trade,” he said. 
“Trade is not 
to be turned so soon from the nat­ 
ural channels it has followed since 
the beginning. Only recently have we 
established banks and means of fi­ 
nancing that trade, and then only in 
a 
meager 
capacity. 
Every 
large 
South American city has from four 
to five English and German banks. 
“Suppose 
the 
war 
lasts 
three 
years. That is a very short time for 
the United States to make the prepa­ 
rations for 
overturning 
the 
tradi­ 
tions of centuries and turn that Hood 
of trade to this country. As soon as 
the w ar is finished both England and 
Genii any will 
redouble 
their efforts 
to mend the breaks

merce. 
“ I am not saying that tho United 
States should not and " ill not get a 
share of this trade, but ii is not to 
come here so quickly and in such 
s"eat volume as might be supposed. 
The Germans and the English have
